Scientists Able 
To See Inside 
Of Solid Objects 


OTTAWA—Government scien- 
tists say they can see inside 
solid objects, -including iron, 
brass or lead, in much the same 
way that x-rays show the inside 
of the human body. 

The National Research Council an- 
nounced that for the first time its 
physics division has used. the gamma 
rays emitted by a radioactive ele- 
ment to show what goes on inside a 
solid body. 

The development marks up another 
point for the Chalk River Atomic 
Energy Project because it is there 
that the gamma rays are made pos- 
sible, 


This is done by taking tiny pieces 
of the precious metal iridium and 
bombarding them in the atomic re- 
actor or nuclear furnace to make 
them radioactive, or able to give off 
the rays. 

The rays are then used to show on 
a fluorescent screen what goes on 
inside a solid body. 

Until now this process was all 
{done with x-rays because only they 
jcould produce the intense degree of 
|radiation needed. Now the same sort 
of results can Le obtained by the 
very strong source of gamma rays 
that lies in the radioactive iridium. 

The gamma rays also have a big 
advantage in that they are more 
penerating than x-rays. They can 
pass through iron, brass and even 
lead just as easily as X-rays pass 
j}through skin and flesh and show 
what goes on inside the body. 

They produce sharp and easily-seen 
j}images on the screen an N.R.C. 
scientists have seen such things as 
hidden flaws inside castings, nails 
|through wood, and metal parts in 
|plastic telephone receivers. 

The machine that does all this is 
compact, portable and doesn’t need 
to be connected to a power line as 
an x-ray machine does,

Alberta Farmer Does Good 
On Rocky, Arid Land 


CALGARY.—Farming is big business for O. B. Lassiter, who 
estimates he spent about $2,000 a day this spring to put in the 
crop on his farm 60 miles east of here. Just how big a business 
Lassiter makes of tilling the soil is shown by a few figures on his 
farming operations: Acreage, 4,500; initial expenditure, $50,000; 


men, about 50; equipment, 
tractors, 


Lassiter is a “dry-land farmer” 
who learned the tricks of the trade 
in California before he came to Al- 
berta in 1917. He operates on soil 
that 30 years ago drove out hundreds 
of homesteaders who could not make 
a go of it, 

The “super farmer” is seeding 
nearly seven square miles, most of it 
virgin soil, His methods may be un- 
orthodox but they are scientific, 

Lassiter figures that the cost of 
operating on the rolling land, part of 
the old Sunshine Ranch, is 50 per 
cent, higher than if it were level and 
without rocks, More than $1 an acre 
is spent on rock removal, 

He said it all is a question of 
methods, and admitted that farming 
in the dry area is a risky one. He 
said he felt, however, that proper 
methods and implements could over- 
come the lack of moisture. 

Early farmers who ventured into 
the area failed because of their 
methods and becacuse they farmed 
on too small an acreage, he believes. 


Artificial 
Respiration 
Is Urged 


Alarmed at the number of 
drownings in which artificial 
respiration has been inadequate, 
Dr. Gordon Bates, director of the 
Health League of Canada, is- 
sued a plea that it be continued 
for hours — until success is 
achieved or rigor mortis sets in. 


Dr. Bates repeated advice he made 
eight years ago on a radio broad- 
cast but which, he said, people seem 
to have forgotten. 

He warned first that carelessness 
is largely responsible for the drown- 
ings of 1,000 people a year in Can- 
ada. Don’t take a chance, he said. 
When a case of apparent drowning 
occurs, prolonged artificial respir- 
ation is essential. 

“The first thing I urged is to for- 
get the persistent and ill-founded idea 
that artificial respiration is useless if 
a drowning victim has been under 
water for more than a few minutes,” 
Dr. Bates said. “This is widely be- 
lieved and it is not true.” 

The health officer cited examples 
of apparent victims who had been 
under water for up to half an hour 
but were revived after prolonged 
respiration, 

In giving respiration, he added, it 
should be made certain that the vic- 
tim’s tongue is well out and that 
there is no obstruction in his mouth 
or throat, He should be laid prone on 
his face on a hard surface, his head 
turned to one side and resting on 
one arm, 

For exact details of the Schaefer 
method of artificial respiration, he 
said, those interested should apply to 
one of the several societies interest- 
ed, including the St, John Ambulance 
Association, the Royal Lifesaving So- 
clety or the Health League.

Lassiter’s method is best explained 
by reviewing the manner in which he 
prepared the land and planted this 
year’s crop. 

The land was broken with 39-foot 
Graham-Hoeme three-section plows 
last fall and hooked from five differ- 
ent directions, then left to catch 
moisture during the winter, 

Large crews of rock pickers then 
went to work and 16-foot double off- 
set discs with double harrows behind 
broke the clods before seeding start- 
ed with a new-type seed drill, Up 
to three double harrowings were car- 
ried out after seeding. 

Lassiter said he used the new 
Nobe shoe-type press drill to “get the 
seed where it belongs in the firm, 
moist and clear seed bed.” The seed 
is placed three inches down to take 
advantage of sub-surface moisture 
through capillary action, 

The machine is being used for the 
first time in Alberta outside the test- 
ing ground of inventor C. 8. Noble 
of Nobleford, Alta. It works on the 
principle of the old-fashioned shoe 
drill by dropping the seed deep in 
the ground through pipes. 

The machine was planned as a fol- 
low-up to the Noble blade which 
cuts weed roots and loosens the top 
soil without disturbing the trash 
that keeps dry soil from drifting. 


Screen Appearance 
Important To Home 


Nothing can detract from the looks 
of your home more than shabby 
screens. But screen maintenance is 
something most home-owners can do 
in their spare time, with few tools. 
Good care will also lengthen the life 
of screens. 

Before screens are hung, they 
should be washed thoroughly and the 
condition of the frame checked. If 
the joints are weak or broken, they 
can be strengthened by screwing 
metal braces to the frame corners. 

If the screening is rusted or cor- 
roded, scrub it clean with hot water 
and soap, Then brush on turpentine 
to loosen and remove most of the 
rust and corrosion. Finally, paint 
both sides of the screen with a coat 
of screen enamel or spar varnish 
thinned with turpentine. Paint the 
frame, also, to help prevent deterior- 
ation, 

Small holes in the screen can be 
repaired simply with a “patch” of 
screening, placed over the hole and 
woven to the screen with a strand 
of wire. 

But if your screens are badly torn 
or rusted, the only solution is to re- 
place the whole thing.

FOOD DOLLAR NOW WORTH 
40 CENTS SAYS HEALTH 
LEAGUE NUTRITIONIST 

Cost of a basic weekly food budget 
for a family of four was $10.80 in 
March, 1939, and is now up to $25.95, 
according to Margaret Smith, Ph.B., 
M.Sc., director, Nutrition Division, 
Health League of Canada. 

Writing in Health Magazine, Miss 
Smith points out that the wage earn- 
er in such a family, working at the 
current average industrial wage of 
$45 per week, must now work for 
two and one-half weeks in every 
month just to buy the groceries, 

“This is a serious situation from 
the point of view of the health of the 
Canadian people,’ writes the veteran 
nutritionist, “Many of our people are 
obviously unable to buy the foods 
they need for proper nutrition; and 
the situation is becoming increasing- 
ly serious as food prices continue to 
rise, One particularly unfortunate 
feature is that inflation seems to hit 
hardest the home grown foods con- 
taining proteins which are absolutely 
essential for health and children’s de- 
velopment.”

Who do you think would win—a bird, 
an insect, a fish, or a land animal? 

A bird would come in first, Cer- 
tain birds are the fastest living 
things in the world. Swifts and fal- 
cons can go 200 miles an hour, The 
speed champion of all birds is the 
frigate-bird. He holds the world’s 
record at 261 miles an hour! 

Second place in our imaginary 
race would be a tie. The speediest 
insects, fish, and land animals would 
all reach the goal at about the same 
time. They'd be the dragonfly, the 
Swordfish, and the cheetah, a hunt- 
ing leopard of Asia and Africa, These 
three creatures can do between 60 
and 70 miles an hour. 

That's pretty fast, much better 
than a horse, a hare, or a greyhound 
can do, Usually we think horses are 
speedy animals, but they only reach 
about a 45-mile-an-hour mark, A hu- 
man being is even farther behind. 
The best we can do, without ma- 
chines, is about 20 miles an hour on 
land, and four miles an hour in 
water.

slower than his best. He has to save 
up his breath and strength to last 
the whole trip. 

When it comes to speed and en- 
durance for a long stretch, one ani- 
mal holds the world’s record. This 
is the pronghorn, a kind of antelope 
that lives in the state of Oregon. The 
pronghorn couldn’t beat a cheetah in 
a short dash, because 60 miles an 
hour is the pronghorn's top speed, 
and the cheetah can do 70. 

But the pronghorn can keep going 
at 60 for quite a while, so in a longer 
race the cheetah would have to drop 
back, 

Travellers often have lots of fun 
with these pronghorns, Since the 
beasts are so fast, they have lots of 
confidence, They aren't afraid of hu- 
man beings, or anything else. They 
can outrun every enemy, so they feel 
pretty safe, 

A pronghorn will come up close 
to the roads, and watch the cars and 
people whizz by. Every so often, 
he'll decide to race a car, He'll go 
bounding along smoothly at the side 
of the road; keeping abreast of the 
car, If the driver speeds up a little 
the pronghorn goes faster too. When 
the animal gets to a fence or wall, 
over he goes, leaping high into the 
air without a break in his speed. 

A car has to go beyond 60 to pass 
the pronghorn. Usually, road condi- 
tions prevent that. The driver has to 
watch turns, traffic, signals, and so 
on. Most of the time, the pronghorn 
decides to end the race by breezing 
ahead of the auto, and then turning 
off into his own territory. 

If you're interested, the slowest 
animal in the world is not the snail, 
A “snail's pace’ has been measured, 
and it’s actually about two feet an 
hour. But an earthworm can burrow 
through the earth an inch or so in 
the same time, so he “beats” even a 
snail for slowness,

How To Develop A 


The Up-Kick Counts: Few swim- 
mers realize that the upward kick of 
the feet is the most important part) 
of leg action in the crawl, The down- 
ward kick, if performed with con- 
scious effort, will actually hold you} 
back. ‘ 
As a result, you would be wise to} 
forget the down stroke in your flut-| 
ter kick and concentrate on putting 
lots of drive into the upward motion 
of the legs. 

As you start this upward stroke, 
point your toes out behind you. As 
the foot goes down, the toes should 
point downward. This will create a 
pedalling effect that will help you) 
forward, 

Kick Control: In the flutter kick, 
only the heels should break the sur- 
face of the water. When you splash 
a great deal, you are wasting energy 
and losing drive—you can’t propel 
yourself when the foot is out of the 
water. 

Legs Together: The knees should 
never be farther apart than one or 
two inches during the flutter kick. 
Too wide a position will cause you to 
roll as you swim, The leg movement 
should come from the hips, not the 
knees. The knees should be slightly 
bent and the legs as relaxed as pos- 
sible. Complete relaxation is a ‘‘must” 
in swimming. Think of your body 
as a piece of jelly. Concentrate on 
getting the kick from the hips. 

Even Kick: Tests on several expert 
swimmers showed that most of them 
were making the mistake of kicking

deeper with one leg than with the 
other, thus imparting a rolling mo- 
tion to the body. When practising 
your swimming, watch this point and 
make sure your legs are both going 
to the same depth. For example, if 
you are kicking too deep with your 
left leg, you will have to stroke hard- 
er with the right arm to keep going 
straight. 

To perfect your leg action, it is 
often a good idea to practice for a 
certain period each day using the 
legs only. Forget about the arms. 
Work on one particular point each 
day—the strong up-kick, then the 
even leg action, then kick control. 
If you follow these hints carefully, 
you will gradually develop real drive 
in your flutter kick. Remember, it is 
the concentration on details in prac- 
tice that makes the champion, 
Sports College has provided sports 
instruction to millions of athletes and 
coaches through special literature, 
clinics and radio sessions during the 
past seven years.

Chosen For 
Floor Design 


REGINA.—When Joy Sundeen 
was a resident of the Richard. 
son, Sask., district, her frienda 
often received letters in which 
most of the news was depicted 
by clever drawings. 


Joy, now is a 1950 graduate in 
architecture of the University of 
Manitoba and hopes to become a li- 
censed architect after completing 
further examinations. 


Working for a Regina firm, her 
drawings and ideas have paid off. 
The proprietor of a marble, tile and 
terazzo company asked for a floor de- 
sign which would be emblematic of 
his trade. The job was assigned to 
Joy. 

The work called for a suitable de- 
sign for the floor of the front office 
which would include 70 kinds of 
terazzos, or marble chips. 

Miss Sundeen chose the map of 
Regina for the design. Various blocks 
are set out in the varied terazzos, 
including a few buildings, the rail- 
way with a miniature train complete 
with smoke, the airport, Wascana 
lake and creek bed, and—a touch of 
humor, 


In one section is the emblem of the 
tile-laying trade, a little man with a 
trowel on a partly-completed floor. 
There is another little man enjoying 
a meal from a lunch box. 


“This was purely accidental,” Miss 
Sundeen explained. “I was doodling 
when I drew the second little man 
and when the proprietor saw my 
work, he insisted that it be included.” 

Most of the terazzo chips were 
shipped in 100-pound bags from the 
United States. But a few were from 
Italy and two were from Canada. 

There is red verona, named from 
the Italian district from which it 
comes; Georgia white from the state 
of Georgia; Verda Antique, which is 
green in color; Belgian black; Red 
Levante, a red and green mixture;

WASHINGTON—Canada’s far 
west is called a “mushroom” 
which is developing into a new 
“industrial empire’, in an arti- 
cle describing the “boom” in 
British Columbia and Alberta in 
the wechly magazine U.S. News 


and World Report published
